Whether the new men hired by the Adams
Exvrrss Oympany to replace the strikers are
compelent or not, there was little doubt yoe-
tardy of the abllity of Lhe company to secure
all the men they want. The sirikers declare
dhat it requires special knowledue aud training
for the buslness and apparently hope that this
may lead the company to make enncessions
and take them back. As thereis no questisn
of wages or hours of work in the striks, the
only concessions the company could make
would be to take back the discharged men who
belunged to the organization of the smployeses.
Then It would have to discharge all the new
mea to make room for the strikers. A line of
pearly 200 men secking employment formed
at the offices at 700 Canal street yesterday
forencon about 11 o'clock. The majority ape
peared to be clerke, porters, and men of va-
rious trades, who were outof work. Pre-
dent Weir sald yesterday afternoon:

“Every wagon is runolng, every place is
filled. and we have a ressrve force of seventy-
five man in casse nf emergenciea to-morrow.

Sometimes a ** slisep™ falla
off arocky Blul bordering the river and broaks
its neck, nfter which cainmity its body s i ked
up by a hoatman who happetns to he patrolling
the river i that Immediaw neighhorhood.
